This is the result of a bargain between 
the Georgia railroad company and the 
city of Augusta, by which the former 
gets the use of a piece of land free 
of rent and the latter has an opportunity 
to rid itself of all poor who can be induc- 
ed to travel free of charge. This nefa- 
rious bargain pours into Atlanta a stcady 
tide of the poor of Augusta, and of the 
tramps of the surrounding states. And 
the shamelessness of the whole matter 
appears when a public journal of Augus- 
ta claims that they have a right to out- 
rage another city in this manner. 
They have no such right. It is aa out- 
rage on law and public rights It is rob- 
bery by an indirect method. It 
is fa wrong that we will. not 
submit to one minute after a mode of re 
dress can be found. We cannot send 
them back to advantage, because the 
Georgia company demands from Atlanta 
fare. We cannot send them on, forthat 
would be a gross outrage on other cities’ 
rights. The total number sent out of 
this city a year is not a hundted, and in 
every case they are sent to friends. . The 
indiscriminate passage of all who apply 
is confined, we believe and hope, 
to Augusta alone. , 

The true remedy is to be found in an 
ordinance that holds a railroad company 
responsible for every cent of expense 
that the city is put to on account ol any 
pauper it brings in. This is a common 
rule in the west and southwest, and it 
would quickly and effectually break 
down such an unfair, outrageous and law. 
defying contract as the one that exists 
between the Georgia road and the city of 
Augusta. If the council is not authorized 
to pass such an ordinance by the char- 
ter, chen the power to protect ourselves 
against such wicked and dangerous in- 
roads should be procured as soon as the 
legislature mects. At present Augusta 
is systematically robbing our tax 
payers, and we sec no 
way to stop ihe outrage except 
through such an ordinance as we have 
mentidhed. There is little use of trying 
to provide for our own poor, when Au- 
gusta is pouring into the citya steady 
tide made up of the poor of several states. 
The professionals soon learn that they 
can get transportation at Augusta for At- 
lanta, and they go there with a view of 
trusting to their luck when they ar- 
five in our midst. AS a matter of 
curiosity we hope our authorities will 
keep a record of all applicants who come 
to Atlanta on passes given bythe mayor 
of Augusta. A long pencil and a broad 
sheet of paper will be needed to keep the 
record.

ONE PAR’Y IN THE STATE 


Mr. Nordhoff concludes his series of 
letters on Georgia with one on the polit- 
icai condition of the state. Mr. N. is a 
republican, but le is one who seeks to 
know the truth. He may be a rare bird, 
but he is a thorough believer in republi- 
can principles nevertheless. His conclu- 
ding letter is on this account a remarka- 
ble defence of Georgia. He starts out 
with the well-known fact 
that there is no republican 
party worthy of the name in the state.“ 
He substantiates this with a variety of 
testimony. A citizen who is described 
as one of the most zealous republicans 
in the state informed him that ‘‘there 
are not more than a hundred active 
white republicans in Georgia, who are 
honest and out of office.” The party, 
says another, ccnsists of federal oflice- 
holders whose aim is to keep their 
piaces, and of meu who -are trying to 
get their places. There is substantially 
nobody else, white, in the party.” As 
a pictuie drawn by themselves this is in- 
teresting. It is vividly true. 

This result is attributed to various 
causes by different men—to the civil 
rights bij], tothe non-payment of poll 
and road taxes, to the want of a white 
vote to back up the negroes, but chiefly 
to the disreputable men who put them- 
selves forward for office on the repubii- 
can ticket, knowing they. will be beaten, 
with the sole object of rushing to -Wash- 
ington as soon as the election 
is over to set up a claim for 
all the federal patronage of the 
district on the ground of their de- 
feat. This is a palpable and easily rec- 
ognized hit. It is as full of truth as an 
egg is of meat. 

Mr. Nordhoff pays democratic rule in 
Georgia a high compliment. The state 
has been overwhelmingly democratic 
since 1871, and yet the party has been 
reasonable, moderate and wise in all 
things. His researches did not disclose 
a single measure upon which he could 
hang censure of any - kind. He de- 
nounces such mischief makers as 
Gilbert Haven, and then he adds some 
speculations on the effects of such a ma- 
jority upon the party itself. He fore- 
sees divisions and independent candi- 
dates. We give his concluding para- 
graph entire: 

The difficulty in Georgia is that black and 
white republican and democratic dema 
gogues unite in maintaining the color line 
lu politics, The bad democrat does not ob- 
ject, for it enables him to control the stite.

enced, the island was flooded, the 
wharves demolished, a bark, three brigs 
and eleven schooners driven ashore; 
June 9th, 1871, a terrible gale visited the 
city, causing considerable damage, 
wrecking small vessels, foundering the 
bark Virginia Dare, driving four large 
vessels to sea and destroying St. Patrick's 
Church; October Ist, 1871, cyclone 
blew that damaged wharves, wrecked the 
steamer Twelfth Era and capsized the 
C. K. Hall, losing her crew and officers, 
with one exception; and September 3rd, 
1871, doing much damage in the city, 
overturning houses and wrecking the 
brig Moore on the coast. 

This last storm has been very severe, 
and threatered todoimmense damage. 
Portions of the city were submerged to 
unusual depths, and residents had to 
flee for their lives. The water dashed 
over the eastern flats in great waves, 
carrying destruction to all that stood in 
their way, The wharves are greatly 
damaged, and the dispatches this morn- 
ing report several wrecks. It is certain 
that the entire damage done to vessels, 
and the consequent loss of life, has not 
been ascertained. The men on the gov- 
ernment break-water, at the east end of 
the island, are reported lost, and Dr. G 
W. Peete, health officer, one of the most 
eflicient men in that position 
upon the Atlantic sea-board or Gulf 
coast, is missing. The peculiar situation 
of Galveston renders it doubly liable to 
overflows, both from the direct action of 
the Gulf waves and the filling of the bay 
and harbor by the water blown in. The 
portions of the eity suffering most are 
those where the humbler people live, and 
no doubt much suffering and distress are 
the consequences most painfully promi- 
nent. We sincerely hope that subse- 
quent reports may be more favorable, 
and that the city may sustain even less 
loss than is anticipated. It will be some 
days before railroad communication can 
be restored. The mail of the 16th is the 
latest received. 

IE CHATTAHOOCHEE CIRCUIT. 

Judge Johnson's resignation has not 
only been accepted, but Judge Martin J. 
Crawford has received from the govern- 
or an appointment asthe successor, and 
has accepted it. The change takes 
place on the first day of October, and 
ihe new judge wall hold his first court 
in Taylor county on the first Monday in 
October. The two distinguished law- 
yers will, it scems, simply exchange 
places. When Judge Crawford takes 
his seat on the teach, Judge Johnson 
will drop into his vacated place in the 
leading law firm of Columbus, and thus 
all willbe well. Judge Johnson’s public 
career has been a checkered one, and his 
ardent temperament has given him a 
considerable crop of enemies; but he 
leaves the bench with the respect of all 
with whom he came in contact. 

Judge Crawford is in the prime of life 
—about fifty five years of age. He rep- 
resented Harris—his native county—sev- 
eral terms in the legislature, In 1804 
he was appointed judge of the Chatta- 
hoochee circuit to filia vacancy acca- 
sioned by the election of Hon, Alfred 
Iverson to the United States senate. From 
1855 to 1861 he was a member of con- 
gress, in which he held important posi- 
tions. He then became a member of the 
provisional congress, and from that ser- 
vice passed to the field at the head of a 
regiment of cavalry. Through the fault 
of subordinates his regiment was captur- 
ed in Kentucky, and he became an aid 
to Gen. Cobb. Since the war he has 
been actively engaged in the practice of 
his profession, his firm being employed 
in nearly every important case at the Co- 
lumbus bur. 

Judge Crawford is well known through- 
Out the state. He is particularly well 
‘known in the circuit that he will soon 
preside over. It is difficult to say which 
of the rival Columbus papers praise 
him the most. A more popular or ac- 
ceptable appointment could not have 
been made, and Gov. Smith has advanc- 
ed his reputation for sagacity and knowl- 
edge of men a peg in making it. Judge 
Crawford’s term expires in January, 
1877.

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His Reception—-Some Points of His 
Career---His Detractors An- 
swered.

. Mditors Constitution ;—Yesterday was 
the day advertised for Mr. Davis to be 
in attendance at the Kansas City exposi- 
tion. The weather was all that could be 
desired, and on one of the early and 
crowded trains tothe city we, with a 
party of friends, were passengers, with 
no other end in view than to mect the 
embodiment of the lost cause” in the 
person of Mr. Davis. In the parlor of 
the hotel where he was stopping we met 
him; but of our impressions of the man, 
exalted as they have ever been, we do 
not intend to write, asit would be but a 
rehearsal of the feelings and impressions 
of all southern men, and, I doubt not, of 
every man who was ever in his company. 
It has been said that personal 
contact with him invariably ends in hero 
worship. So it was with your corres- 
pondent. As I sat in his presezce and 
listened to his voice, now growing tremu- 
lous with age, and looked on his straight 
manly form, now feeble and sbattered, 
I could but think of Moaterey ard Bue- 
na Vista, of his proud record in the 
United States senate and as secretary of 
war, and wondered if his vile detractors 
knew of or remembered these acts of pa- 
triotic devotion. I wondered if the New 
York Tribune editor ever read his Bos- 
ton letter of 1859, in which he said: ‘“‘I 
send you my cordial greetings to the 
friends of the constitution, and ask 
to be enrolled among those whose 
mission is by fraternity and 
good faith to every constitutional 
obligation, to insure that, from tho 
Aristook to San Diego, from Key West 
to Paget sound, the grand arch of our 
olitical temple shall stand uushaken!“

And now, how much longer will it be 
before the people of the south reflect 
honor upon themselves and justice to 
their belief, by providing him such a 
home as he deserves? I see Mississippi 
is moving, but he does not belong to her 
but to the whole people of the south; for 
whatever else his enemies may say of 
him, they cannot say he was ever untrue 
or unfaithful to the south.

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Report of the Crop Committee of 
the National Exchange for the

New ORLEANSs, September 17. 

The crop committee of the National 
Cotton Exchange issued their @eport to- 
day, making the total crop for the year 
ending September 1, 1875, 3,827,845 bales, 
of which 2,674,447 were exported to for- 
eign ports, and 1,200,473 taken by home 
spinners, including 126,550 net southern 
consumption. 

The sea island crop was 16,687 bales, 
including 8,139 from Florida, 1,074 from 
Georgia, 7,308 from South Carolina, and 
166 from Texas. 

Tne average weight of the crop was 
468 pounds per bale, and of sea island 
892 pounds per bale. 

Relative to the overland movement, 
the report says: 

It occurred to our committee that if, 
in compiling the overland move- 
ment, statements could be obtained of the 
railroads leading out from the points of 
crossing on the Ohio and Mississippi 
rwers, setting forth not only the aggre 
gate quantity of cotton transported, but 
also detailing the points of destination, a 
complete check would be afforded azainst 
the statements of overland receipts at the 
Atlantic ports, and vice versa.

A VERITABLE LITTLE DUCK, 


Miss Beckwith’s Five Mile Swim 
From London Bridge io 
Greenwich. 


[London Standard, Sept 3 | 

A young girl named Agnes Alice Beck- 
with, daughter of the professor of swim- 
ming at Lambeth Baths, yesterday ac- 
complished the difficult feat of swim- 
ming from London Bridge to Greenwich. 
The distance is rather more than five 
miles, and the time was remarkably fast 
—namely, lh. 7m. 453. Mr. Beckwith 
has been connected with the Lambeth 
Baths for nearly a quarter of a century, 
and for fourteen years held the proud 
position of champion swimmer of Eng- 
land. The heroine of yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings is but fourteen years old, of 
slim made and diminutive stature. The 
object was to decide a wager of £60 to 
£40 laid against herby Mr. Baylis, the 
money being deposited with Bell's Lee. 
The event created a great deal of excite- 
ment, and all along the route the pro- 
gress of the swimmer was watched 
by excited crowds on the wharfs end 
barges. In addition to tne Lon- 
don Steamboat Company’s Volunteer, 
a private steam launch, and a rowing 
boat containing her father, the referee 
and some half dozen more immediately 
interested in the result, a perfect swarm 
of boats accompanied —and indeed im- 
pe lg swimmer the entire distance.

At the outset of the trouble Woolsey was 
pastor of the Baptist church at Indian 
creek and D:ckin was pastor of the Bep- 
tist church at Macedonia—both societies 
being members of the Flint River Bap- 
tist Association. The communities within 
the affected section are divided into fac- 
tions, and controversies in politics and 
other public concerns are belittled by 
this row of the ministers. 

Five yeats ago the Rev. Mr. Dickin 
kept a country store, andthe Rev. Mr. 
Woolsey practiced as a physician, be- 
sides preacbing in their churches on Sun- 
days. One day Woo into Dick- 
in's store and said: Brother Dickin, I 
have hired Jack Nolan, and while he is 
working for me I'll be isible for 
whatever he buys of you. he doesn’t 
pay I will.” Jack was a negro. He

t, but did not pay. Dickin and 
oolsey, when they attempted to settle | 

the account couldn't agree. Woolsey was 
zun to be held responsible for the for- 
ty dollars’ worth of stuff that Jack owed 
for, but he urged that about an equal 
amount was due bim from Dickin on an 
old debt—a complication growing out of 
the building of a gin house in partner- 
ship. They quarrelled as ministers 
shouldn't, and Woolsey taking forcible 
possession of Dickin’s book, settled the 
account on paper in accordance with his 
theory of right. This broke off friendly 
relations between them, and was the be- 
ginning of bitterness between the sister 
churches. A subsequent arbitration of 
the dispute resulted in favor of Woolsey, 
but that did not smooth anybody’s tem- 
per. Dickin vowed vengeance. He 
knew what the bible direction was in 
such cass, he said, but he was in no 


frame of mind to attempt areconciliation 


in the christian way. Therefore he re- 
signed his pastorate, so as to be in un- 
trammelled fighting condition. The 
next incident in the trouble was the es- 
pousal by the churches of their leaders 
causes. Macedonia investigated, and re- 
solved that ‘‘the said Woolsey is a cheat 
and a swindler, and has defrauded the 
said Dickin by false swearing.” Indian 
Creek responded by formally allegin 
that Dickin was a liar, and generally o 
a bad reputation. The subject next got 
before the Flint River Baptist associa- 
tion to be dealt with, and there Woolsey 
triumphed. The Dickin party say that 
the 1uvestigation was not candid, and 
that the Woolsey folks swayed the pro- 
ceedings. The verdict of the associa- 
tion’s investigating committee was that 
Macedonis was inthe wrong, and they 
resolved as follows: 

“The allegations from Indian Creek 
against the character of the Rev. II. T. 
Dickin are of such grave character that 
we advise Indian Creek to put Macedo- 
nia in possession of the ficts if the proof 
is abundant and reliable; otherwise we 
advise the church to withcraw them. 
And we hunbly pray that the Lord may 
bless our labors to the good of all con- 
cerned, and to the glory of His holy 
name.“ 

The action of the association did no 
calming good. The anger of the two 
clergymen and their friends was oot as- 
suaged. Woolsey and Dickin preached 
vehemently against each other in the 
Baptist churches of four counties, and 
doctrinal points and works of salvation 
were lost sight of in the heated discus- 
sion of the Woolsey Dickin controversy. 
Each set about accumulating facts with 
which to damage the reputation of the 
other. Woolsey has not made public 
the result of his labors, but his partisans 
say that Dickin will bave no good repu- 
tation left when the facts are divulged. 
Dickin, however, has just fired his broad- 
side and made great havoc among the 
enemy. He quotes at the head of his 
presentation of his evidence the following 
text: 

All that saw it said there was no such 
deed done nor seen fromthe day that the 
children of Israel came up out of the 
land of Egypt.— Judges xix., 30.” 

Dickin firs: calls Woolsey a quack in 
medical practice as well as in the minis- 
try, asserting that he has no claim to the 
title of M. D., having never attended 
even medical lectures. His proof on 
this point shows that Woolsey had, in 
another state, been indicted for practic- 
ing without a diploma. He then says 
that Woolsey is a horse thief and a mur- 
derer. In support of this serious charge, 
he adduces the result of a mission to east 
Tennessee, where he collected many 
affidavits alleging that Woolsey was the 
captain of acompany of bushwhackers 
during the rebellion, and that he and his 
band carried on a business of marauding 
against both rebels and unionists. The 
clerk of Fentress country, east Tennes- 
see, appends a certificate declaring that 
the signers of the affidavitsare reputable 
citizens. The following are passages 
from the various documents: 

“Thereby certify that I have known one 
Isaac G. Woolsey, formerly of this coun- 
ty. Iknew him before the war, and 
lived immediately in hissettlement. He 
was a man who did not belong to the 
—— service, but during the war, did 
belong to a crowd (calling himself ca 
tain) known as the Furguson Bush- 
whackers, pilfering and murdering, con- 
trary to good conssience or military law, 
I furthergertify that though I lived in 
his vicinty, I never knew him to practice 
or pretend to practice medicine in this 
county, neither did I know him to make 
any pretensions as a minister.“ 


‘Thereby certify that I have been per- 
sonally acquainted with one Isaac G. 
Woolsey, formerly of this county, from 
about four years previous to the war up 
to about 1864, and that he belonged to a 
band of men known as the Furguson & 
Hughes party, not belonging to either 
army, but whose conduct was intolera- 
ble, pilfering, bushwhacking, and mur- 
dering, contrary to the military laws and 
authorities.” 

I do hereby certify that I was, during 
the war, 282 acquainted with one 
Isaac G. Woolsey, formerly of this coun - 
ty, who Jam informed has moved to 

rgia. I further certify that the said 
Woolsey was, during the late war, con- 
nected with a band of men called Fur- 
guson’s men, who did not belong to the 
service on either side, but was acting 
outrageously during the war. I know
